REPORT 


OF    THE 


Superintending  School  Committee. 


The  Superintending  School  Committee  of  Allenstown  respect- 
fully submits  the  following  report  for  the  year  ending  March,  1882  : 

DISTRICT  NO.  1. 

Prudential  Committee,  Mr.  Charles  R.  Evans.  Summer  term, 
Miss  Etta  J.  Batchelder,  teacher ;  length  of  term,  8  weeks  ;  whole 
number  of  scholars,  8  ;  average  attendance,  6  ;  wages  of  teacher  per 
month,  $34  00.  Winter  .  Term,  Miss  Nellie  J.  Cate,  teacher ; 
length  of  term,  8  weeks  ;  whole  number  of  scholars,  8  ;  average 
attendance,  6  ;  wages  of  teacher  per  month,  $26  00. 

There  has  been  considerable  difficulty  in  this  district  in  regard 
to  school-masters,  and  it  resulted  (as  it  always  does)  in  making  it 
almost  impossible  for  any  teacher  to  have  a  successful  school. 
Miss  Batchelder  and  Miss  Cate  done  as  well,  in  my  opinion,  as 
any  teachers  could  have  done  under  the  circumstances.  If  there 
had  been  as  much  effort  made  by  the  people  of  the  district  as  was 
made  by  the  teachers,  they  would  have  had   good  schools. 

The  names  of  Carrie  E.  Marden  and  Ezra  P.  Piper  were  on  the 
roll  of  honor.
